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BRIDGING THE TRANSITION 


FTEN IN retrospect the realization 
dawns upon men of vision that in 
the pattern of God’s unfolding 


purpose, one generation may fill the interven- 
ing gap between the passing of an old and the 
beginning of a new order. This was true of 
the days of Noah; it was also true of the gen- 
eration living when Jesus Christ walked the 
earth. 

In Noah’s day corruption was rampant and 
depravity had reached such a state that the 
whole world was filled with violence and 
bloodshed, necessitating the Deluge to cleanse 
the earth of unrighteousness. Noah’s genera- 
tion bridged the transition period between an 
old order about to pass away and a new order 
of the ages that would see the establishment 
of government to deal with the unrighteous. 

As the result of the mission accomplished 
by Jesus Christ, His generation bridged the 
transition between the keeping of the letter 
of the law in outward observance and the 
keeping of the spirit of the law through an 
inward relationship with the risen and trium- 
phant Lord. Outward ritualisms and _ cere- 
monialisms passed away, replaced by the wor- 
ship of the Lord in spirit and in truth (John 
4: 23). Jesus set forth the terms of the New 
Covenant which made provision for the tak- 
ing of the law that was written upon the 
tables of stone and writing it into the tables 
of the heart. 

Furthermore, that generation of nearly two 
thousand years ago marked such a_ turning 
point in history that it was forever after em- 
bodied in civilization’s calendar through B.c. 
and A.p. datings, honoring the birth of the 
Saviour of the world. 

However, because the people of our Lord’s 
day were not able to perceive the significance 
of the transition taking place, that generation 
passed away in turmoil and war, climaxing in 
the destruction of Jerusalem and the Temple. 
Christianity, born as the outcome of the 
events of that time, lifted high the torch of 
righteousness that had fallen from the hands 
ol Jewry as the result of their rejection of 
their Messiah. 

Over nineteen hundred years have passed 
since the evangel heralding a new and better 
way of life was presented to the generation 
that refused to recognize in the death and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ the fulfillment of 
the sign of Jonah. Now the generation to 
whom the prophets and our Lord addressed 


their messages — warning that it would not 
pass away until the Second Advent of the 
Lord became a certainty — is to once more 


bridge a transition era. 


To this generation the days of Noah are 
given as a warning. Just as violence and crime 
brought world-wide corruption in the ante- 
diluvian age, equally so gross evil is rife 
throughout the world today. It is unfortunate 
but true that this generation, living in a time 
of extraordinary change, although it has the 
example of past history to benefit by, as well 
as the More Sure Word of Prophecy to be its 
guide, is nevertheless blind to the reality of 
the fact that it is indeed bridging the most 
momentous transition period in all human 
history. 


The reason this is the greatest of all transi- 
tion periods is due to that which is to follow, 
for the promise will be fulfilled: “Behold, I 
create new heavens and a new earth: and the 
former shall not be remembered, nor come to 
mind” (Isa. 65: 17). The memories of trials 
and suffering will completely fade away with 
the abundant increase in the joys of living 
which at the moment are beyond human com- 
prehension, “For since the beginning of the 
world men have not heard, nor perceived by 
the ear, neither hath the eye seen, O God, be- 
side thee, what he hath prepared for him that 
waiteth for him” (Isa. 64: 4). 

It is of paramount importance to grasp the 
fact that the transition from one age to an- 
other involves a process of change and there- 
lore consumes time. The greater those changes 
the longer the bridge spanning the transition 
will be. However, compensating for the 
length of this arch of time is the ability of 
those designated as watchmen to mark the 
passing hours, signifying their meaning and 
thus encouraging and strengthening the faith 
of those who watch in the face of the strife, 
violence and destruction which characterize 
the ending of the old order. 


All the forces of hell — although they will 
attempt to do so — will not be able to destroy 
the supports which uphold this bridge of 
hope (Heb. 6: 17-18), for the Divine purpose 
will be attained and the transition accom- 
plished with the establishment of the govern- 
ment of the Kingdom of God in righteousness 
throughout the whole earth. Then Jesus 
Christ will take the throne of His father 
David and reign over His people and the 
earth will be filled with the knowledge of the 
Lord as the waters cover the sea (Isa. 11: 9). 
When the transition is completed and we 
have passed over the bridge into the foretold 
New Order of the Ages, violence will no more 
afflict our land, for the deliverance of the hu- 
man race from strife and war will have be- 
come an actuality.

Bomb Shelters 





MANY ARE concerned as they contemplate the possi- 
bility of atomic warfare. However, few realize that the 
Scriptures give instructions in regard to a day coming 
when it will be necessary to seriously consider seek- 
ing a place of safety in order to survive a time of un- 
precedented destruction. 

The message to hide is directed to those who, unable 
to attain to the higher calling, are instructed to make 
preparations for that day of destruction which will be 
extant throughout the earth. Such a day is coming 
according to Isaiah when: 


“The Lord cometh out of his place to punish the inhabi- 
tants of the earth for their iniquity: the earth also shall 
disclose her blood, and shall no more cover her slain.” (Isa. 
26: 21.) 


Because of this coming day, the Lord, through the 
Prophet Isaiah, instructs His people: 


“Come, my people, enter thou into thy chambers, and 
shut thy doors about thee: hide thyself as it were for a little 
moment, until the indignation be overpast.” (Isa. 26: 20.) 


Does this admonition include a reference to under- 
ground “chambers” or “‘shelters’? The instruction to 
“shut thy doors” would indicate the necessity to seal 
such places against atomic fall-out. The reference to 
hiding would confirm the above deduction that places 
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OF HISTORY 


of hiding, or shelters, would have been prepared for the 
people to seek. 

That the time of indignation will witness destruction 
by the fire of God, which is atomic fire, is further borne 
out by the assertion: 


“For, behold, the Lord will come with fire, and with his 
chariots like a whirlwind, to render his anger with fury, and 
his rebuke with flames of fire. For by fire and by his sword 
will the Lord plead with all flesh: and the slain of the Lord 
shall be many.” (Isa. 66: 15-16.) 


The question naturally arises, Must everyone be pre- 
pared to experience the events of the Great and Ter- 
rible Day of the Lord when atomic fires will be burn- 
ing on the earth? The Prophet Isaiah indicates other- 
wise, for before the summons is given to retreat to 
prepared shelters, we are informed: 


“Thy dead men shall live, together with my dead body 
shall they arise. Awake and sing, ye that dwell in dust: 
for thy dew is as the dew of herbs.” (Isa. 26: 19.) 


Thus, this prophet times the resurrection as taking 
place prior to the day of indignation. But the day of 
resurrection will also mark the day of translation, 
bringing to pass the deliverance of those worthy to 
take their place at the Marriage Supper and escape 
troubles to come. Did not Jesus have this very deliver- 
ance from disaster in mind when He instructed His 
disciples: 
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“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of man.” (Luke 21: 36.) 


Here we have a clear indication that there will be 
those who will escape the troubles to come. Malachi 
referred to this also when he said: 

“Then they that feared the Lord spake often one to an- 
other: and the Lord hearkened, and heard it. and a book of 
remembrance was written before him for them that feared 
the Lord, and that thought upon his name. And they shall 
be mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in that day when I make 
up my jewels; and I will spare them, as a man spareth his 
own son that serveth him.” (Mal. 3: 16-17.) 


Spared from what? This can only refer to those 
who are to be spared the necessity to endure the day of 
indignation that is coming to try all who dwell upon 
the earth for, following this pronouncement, the proph- 
et points to a day to come that shall “burn as an oven” 
(Mal. 4: 1), causing great upheaval. Speaking of the 
consternation that will be prevalent on the earth just 
prior to the coming of that Great Day, Isaiah asks: 

“The sinners in Zion are afraid; fearfulness hath sur- 
prised the hypocrites. Who among us shall dwell with the 
devouring [atomic] fire? Who among us shall dwell with 
everlasting burnings?” (Isa. 33: 14.) 


The prophet answers his questions by observing that 
those who walk righteously and speak uprightly, who 
despise unlawful gain and oppression and turn away 
from evil practices, will be assured of a place of de- 
fense, for they will “dwell on high” and they will be- 
hold the King in His beauty (Isa. 33: 15-17). This 
confirms the fact that those who escape the atomic 
fires will be at the Marriage Supper (Rev. 19: 9), with 
the Lord Himself present with them. 


Without exception every reference to the resurrec- 
tion and translation, directly or indirectly, indicates 
that this event is timed to occur prior to the Great and 
Terrible Day of the Lord. But those who fall short 
of receiving the rewards which will accrue to those 
who will have a place reserved for them at the Mar- 
riage Supper will have to be content with second best, 
provided they heed the Divine exhortation to retire to 
the shelter properly prepared in order to survive the 
coming fury of Divine indignation that will sweep over 
the whole earth. 

Meanwhile, those who daily strive to overcome, and 
remain in a spirit of readiness, take comfort from the 
words of the Psalmist: 

“He that dwelleth in the secret place of the most High 
shall abide under the shadow of the Almighty. I will say 
of the Lord, He is my refuge and my fortress: my God; in 
him will I trust.” (Ps. 91: 1-2.) 


Those who find this “secret place” wherein to abide 
will not need to seek a hiding place in order to survive 
the day of trouble since their names are registered 
among those who will stand with the Lord on Mount 
Zion. 








Solving the Problem 





THE FOLLOWING excerpts are from an editorial in The 
Dallas Morning News for July 20, 1960. Referring to 
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the hypocrisy of those who demand of Congress that 
the South be forced to ignore the fruitage of a century 
and a half of experience, the statement is made: 


“But nobody is going to make good a guarantee of social 
equality or of equality of qualifications for employment. 
If bureaucrats from Washington expect to roam the country 
compelling management to accept bureaucratic control of 
personnel, that can be done only under a form of govern- 
ment as ironbound as Russia’s or under a form of misgovern- 
ment as lawless as Cuba’s. 

“Freedom of association that is free for black people and 
denied to white people is not freedom. Good will enforced 
by bayonets and bench decrees is not good will. Hatred 
enacted into vengeful statutes is not justice. 

“If Governor Rockefeller is interested in the Negro and 
his equality, let him go down into Harlem and set up his 
summer home there. Let him be neighborly with his equals. 
Let him interest himself in their problems. But no Rocke- 
feller ever did that. No Kennedy ever did that. No Roose. 
velt ever did that. No Javits ever did that. And none ever 
will. Instead, they pass by on the other side and thank God 
that they are not as these Southerners are.” 


Actually the civil rights planks in the platforms of 
both major parties are political gimmicks, used by 
both to influence, if possible, a large bloc of minority 
votes. Facts become distorted by prejudicial twists 
and the entire issue is being pyramided into a moun- 
tain of trouble. 

There is a solution to the racial problem, but 
neither political party would have the courage to ad- 
vocate it, for it is a spiritual one. When all who are 
concerned, both whites and blacks, find a common 
meeting ground in the Name of the Saviour, Jesus 
Christ, and turn to the Lord, seeking His righteous 
judgment, strife over racial issues will disappear over- 
night. Self-effacement rather than self-aggrandizement 
would motivate all and neither race would advocate 
or do anything that would affront the other. A spirit 
of Christian fortitude would then lead men and wo- 
men of all races to respect the right of each one to 
freely select his associates and follow those social 
standards best suited to their respective environments. 

The Spirit of Christ in the hearts of both the white 
and the black peoples would make possible a true un- 
derstanding of what the will of the Lord is, which is 
made plain in the Scriptures, setting forth the neces- 
sity for the separation of the races. Thereafter, the 
problems of each would be readily solved and the dif- 
ficulties avoided which today tend to increase racial 
antagonisms, fostering excesses of all kinds. 


Apart from this there is really no solution. Only a 
continuance of trouble, leading to violence, rioting 
and bloodshed, confronts our nation as demagogues 
and do-gooders, catering to racial pressures and swayed 
by radical propaganda, undertake to legislate a sort of 
“equality” which has no basis in fact at the present 
time. 








Trials in Russia 


————— 





THE Evits of Communism cannot be blotted out by 
an occasional display of good will on the part of 
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Soviet Russia’s Khrushchev. Representative Francis 
E. Walter, Chairman of the House un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee, stated that behind the Red facade 
of “sweetness and light” is the horror of Communism 
in action. He declared: 


“Notwithstanding the tinsel and glitter, and pretense, 
Communism is in truth a human meat grinder which has 
destroyed more souls, more human beings, than any force 
since the dawn of time.” 


Unknown to the Chairman of the un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee, the Prophet Esdras describes the 
terribleness of this diabolical force in the following 
terms: 


“For thou hast afflicted the meek, thou hast hurt the peace- 
able, thou hast loved liars, and destroyed the dwellings of 
them that brought forth fruit, and hast cast down the walls 
of such as did thee no harm.” (II Esdras 11: 42.) 


That the day approaches when Divine judgment will 
fall upon Communism is made quite clear by Esdras. 
Following the destruction of all for which it stands, 
this prophet relates the outcome: 


“That all the earth may be refreshed, and may return, 
being delivered from thy violence, and that she may hope 
for the judgment and mercy of him that made her.” (II 
Esdras 11: 46.) 


Anyone being tried in Communist courts is rendered 
completely submissive to the will of his captors at the 
end of an adequate length of time to carry out the 
required program of physical torture and scientific 
brain-washing. When a suitable opportunity offers 
itself, the men in the Kremlin allow themselves every 
advantage to reap the maximum amount of propagan- 
da value from the mock show they stage as a trial, 
which is, in fact, a travesty of justice. 

Moscow waited until Francis Powers, pilot of the 
U-2 plane downed in Russian territory, was thoroughly 
conditioned to act according to their plans before 
setting the time of trial. With the cruel despots in 
the Kremlin, the terms equity, justice and righteous- 
ness have no meaning. An appeal to Khrushchev to 
show mercy is nothing short of absurd. 

Yet, in spite of this, there are political leaders in 
the United States who still think it is possible to make 
deals to our advantage with those whose word is 
worthless, for they are without honor, and who make 
agreements only to break them at will. In this elec- 
tion year the American public would be wise to de- 
cide against any candidate running for any office who 
favors Soviet Russia or Red China in any way or 
advocates negotiating with those upon whom God 
has already pronounced judgment. 











Betraying the Past 





THE Republican Party’s eulogizing of Abraham Lin- 
coln as the father of their party at their national con- 
vention this year only served to emphasize how out of 
step the present policymakers of that party are with 
that for which Abraham Lincoln himself stood. If 
Mr. Lincoln were alive today, he most certainly would 
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not accept the present moves to break down racial 
barriers. The following statement expressed his con- 
victions: 


“I will say, then, that I am not, nor ever have been, in 
favor of bringing about in any way the social and political 
equality of the white and black races; that I am not, nor 
ever have been, in favor of making voters or jurors of ne- 
groes, nor of qualifying them to hold office, nor to intermarry 
with white people, and I will say in addition to this that 
there is a physical difference between the white and black 
races which I believe will forever forbid the two races living 
together on terms of social and political equality, and inas- 
much as they cannot so live, while they do remain together, 
there must be a position of superiority assigned to the white 
race.” (Pages 145-146, Volume III, Collected Works of 
Abraham Lincoln.) 


Abraham Lincoln had the courage of his convic- 
tions and stood foursquare on principle regardless of 
consequences. Something, however, is radically wrong 
with the leadership of any organization, political or 
otherwise, that endeavors to curry favor with the pub- 
lic by associating themselves with the stalwarts of the 
past, all the while failing to emulate their courage and 
forthrightness in facing the issues of the present. The 
Democrats, as well as the Republicans, undertake 
to capitalize on the virtues and the beliefs of past 
statesmen who dealt resolutely with the issues of their 
time, without compromise, holding firmly to their 
avowed views. 


If ever there was a need for leadership, it is today 
as we face a crisis in constitutional government. 
Momentous decisions confront the American people 
and the only solution the present politicians seem 
able to suggest is based upon the desire to compromise 
for the sake of votes. On reading the platforms of 
both political parties, one notes as much as anything 
else the dexterity with which each undertakes to curry 
favor with the voters. What is right, what is just and 
what is for the good of the country to safeguard its 
heritage as the world’s greatest Republic is not the 
basis of appeal. Rather, the emphasis is on what will 
produce the greatest number of votes. Amid all the 
political maneuverings there is no evidence anywhere 
that a spirit of understanding of the Divine plan and 
purpose that brought our nation into being actuates 
the thinking of those now running for the highest of- 
fices in our land. 








Kiss of Death 





THE PENALTY for currying favor with the enemies of 
our land by seeking to deal with them on friendly 
terms may be a kiss of death, politically speaking, for 
those running for public office. 


When Fidel Castro was asked how the American 
people could best strengthen relations between the 
two countries, he replied: “Elect a Democratic Presi- 
dent.” Castro was only voicing what Khrushchev 
desires, for by his attacks upon President Eisenhower 
and his expressed dislike for Richard Nixon, he has 
indicated his belief that a Democratic victory in the

United States this fall would play right into his hands. 
Does he have any reason for thinking so? 

An affirmative answer seems indicated if one scans 
the records of the men likely to come to office if there 
is a Democratic victory at election time. The Presi- 
dential candidate himself has stated that if he had 
held the position of President at the Summit meeting 
in Paris, he would have apologized to Khrushchev 
in regard to the U-2 plane incident. A look at the 
record of Adlai Stevenson shows that he is soft on 
Communism. He is the man it has been suggested 
that Kennedy would make Secretary of State if elected 
to the office of Presidency. Then there is also Chester 
Bowles, a liberal who is also to have a high place in 
a Democratic administration. 

Many among those who are listed as supporting 
Kennedy are messengers of Marxism, all of which 
clearly indicates why Soviet Russia desires the defeat 
of the Republicans and the election of a Democratic 
administration. It might be well also to inquire into 
what type of deal Kennedy has made with Walter 
Reuther, boss of the United Auto Workers. Will 
Reuther want to assume dictatorial powers under a 
President beholden to him for his election? 

With no thought of partisanship of any sort, it is 
necessary to speak out at this time, for the welfare of 
our nation depends, not upon the party that wins the 
election, but upon the men who will take over the reins 
of government in the critical days before us. If we elect 
to office men of either party who are tolerant toward 
Communism, and who are therefore the choice of the 
Kremlin, it will be a sad day for the peace of our 
land. The good of the nation should compel every 
loyal American to forget party and give their support 
to the men most likely to stand up to Red threats. 


About the only real choice we have in this election 
is the selection of an administration that will not 
knuckle under to the Kremlin regardless of the pres- 
sures brought to bear upon our nation. We face the 
most serious days in our history and the decisions 
made by the voters this November will have a tremen- 
dous bearing upon the lives and fortunes of every cit- 
izen in this land.

IN THE Book of Revelation the evil and oppressive- 
ness of the system of man in opposition to God is de- 
signated by the number 666. There it is stated: 


“Here is wisdom. Let him that hath understanding count 
the number of the beast: for it is the number of a man; and 
his number is Six hundred threescore and six.” (Rev. 13: 18.) 


In the Republican Convention it took 666 votes to 
nominate their candidate for the Presidency of the 
United States. When that number of ballots were 
cast, Vice President Richard M. Nixon became the 
Republican candidate for the highest office in our land. 

Wherever it appears the number 666 denotes the 
propensity to pursue a course independent of God 
and without recourse to Him for guidance and in- 
struction.

However, 
the Prophet Isaiah points to the only way we can be 
assured we will gain the true freedom from conflict 
that we seek. 


It is true that the Lord said to His people:

thou shalt condemn.” (Isa. 54: 17.) 


Then He also said: 


“This is the heritage of the servants of the Lord, and 
their righteousness is of me, saith the Lord.” (Isa. 54: 17.) 


But He said further: 


“In righteousness shalt thou be established: thou shalt be 
far from oppression: for thou shalt not fear: and from ter- 
ror; for it shall not come near thee.” (Isa. 54: 14.) 


The emphasis is on righteousness — which is al- 
ways based upon obedience to the Divine command- 
ments — and today our nation is far from complying 
with the conditions that will bring the blessings which 
are promised only when righteousness prevails. The 
desire of men to legislate their own destiny apart 
from God must give way before the requirements of 
righteousness. The evils of one-world government, 
of the godless United Nations, and of catering to pres- 
sure and minority groups for supposed political ad- 
vantage, must be rejected if this Republic is to endure. 


The Lord God Almighty, who prospered our be- 
ginnings, will again prosper our nation when we turn 
from the path of deviation from His will which we 
now tread. The coming days will disclose the extent 
of the pressure of tribulation to which our people must 
be subjected before a genuine spiritual awakening 
arises throughout our land.

Cuba 





Tue State Department of the United States is largely 
responsible for manipulating the change that has oc- 
curred in Cuba, bringing Fidel Castro to power. We 
are now paying an extremely high price for the failure 
to recognize the menace with which our nation would 
come literally face to face.

“The State Department has protected many Communists 
in their department and prevented the Justice Department

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lapse of the Summit Conference — now popu- 

larly known amongst international journalists as 
“the Abyss Conference” — have been legion in num- 
ber. But one thread has been found running through 
all the variations of this theme. This is insistence upon 
the fact that “a propaganda battle” was the root cause 
of the dead-end deadlock to disarmament talks. Cer- 
tainly, the emergence of this fact and factor is of par- 
ticular interest to students of Scriptural prophecy who 
have long looked upon the present cycle of fulfillment 
as being defined as “the Day of Battle.”

Cold War Conflict 


As far back as February last, the British Foreign 
Minister, when speaking in the House of Commons 
on “Cold War Methods of Propaganda,” declared: 


“The difference between real co-existence or a continua- 
tion of the cold war depends on the means used in future 
to support the east-west ideological struggle [i.e., battle]. 
The cold war will still exist if the means used are incite- 
ment to unrest, industrial strife, insurrection and revolt.” 


Moreover, it was during the 10-power Disarmament 
Conference held in Geneva last April that the verbal 
aspect of this conflict reached a farcical climax of con- 
fusion. As the London Times, under the headline: 
“Disarmament or Propaganda Battle,’ described it: 


“To prevent the sessions being used as a propaganda plat- 
form, it was agreed at the beginning that the public be 
excluded, the only qualification being that each delegate 
might hold private briefings for the Press. The Communist 
delegations, however, immediately started holding full Press 
conferences at which they handed out summaries of their 
speeches. 


eA Propaganda Battle 


“Such behavior is making the Western delegates’ position 
ambivalent. Theoretically they are still keeping to the letter 
of the agreement, but their reasons for doing so are wilting 
daily. They are on the edge of an out-and-out propaganda 
battle. They take every opportunity to tell the Press that a 
propaganda battle is what it is and that their sole task is to 
make their case heard to the world at large. Yet their texts 
remain secret. Each day the delegations’ spokesmen solemnly 
read out large sections of the Western speeches — at dicta- 
tion speed — while they keep the pieces of paper in front 
of them carefully hidden.” 


As a striking contrast to this exhibition of diplo- 
matic inanity, we quote from a letter by Geoffrey All- 
chin to the Times, in which he takes pains to remind 
us: 


“As the official Soviet History of Diplomacy points out 
(in Volume III), predatory powers have from time immemo- 
rial preached peace and disarmament. “These are potent 
drugs and of almost irresistible appeal to public opinion. 
They can sap the will of one’s neighbor and reduce them 
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to impotence. These desirable yet dangerous drugs must 
be taken only under the strictest supervision. The world is 
then at one’s feet. 

“*This is a simple ruse. Even if disarmament proposals, 
which Lenin himself described as a mere deception of the 
people, are rejected by governments, they establish a propa- 
ganda victory that may lead to success later on.’ 

“The world-wide aims of Communism are well known, but 
it is not easy to credit anyone with a sustained and fana- 
tical tenacity of purpose of which we ourselves feel in- 
capable.” 


eA War of Words 


Thus it is the adherence of the Kremlin to the phil- 
osophy of Lenin — justifying the use of disarmament 
talks as “a deceptive ruse” — which bedevils all at- 
tempts by Western statesmen to come to terms with 
Soviet Russia. Whilst the hope was expressed in Wash- 
ington that Mr. Khrushchev would continue “to con- 
fine his brinkmanship to the verbal plane,” the convic- 
tion of most shrewd observers was well summed up by 
James Cameron in the News Chronicle when he 
averred: 


“It seems that there is little to be said now that can add 
to the atmosphere of fantasy in which we flounder. Both 
sides have now formally proclaimed things that in any ra- 
tional society would have unequivocally meant war. There 
can be no meaning to words like these — or so one prays — 
unless each side does not mean what he says and that both 
East and West are debasing the currency of language. 

“But if so, what are the world’s leaders now going to 
employ as a means of expression? What are they going to 
use for words? And when they run out of words, what then?” 


Compulsion of Events 


Meanwhile, commentators have been busy with cal- 
culations as to when the “cold war” is likely to turn 
“hot,” and the fact that they do this is an admission 
that “a state of war,” in effect, exists. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Nehru, Prime Minister of India, pleads for “more talks 
as the only alternative to war’ when, speaking in 
Delhi, he declares: 


“The compulsion of events will force the Great Powers to 
come together again in some fashion, if not at a summit 
meeting, then in some other way. Otherwise we sit on the 
brink of a horrible catastrophe and may topple over into 
it at any time. 

“After the first flush of anger over the failure of the Sum- 
mit Conference, the nations should begin to ask how talks 
could be started again. The situation is so dangerous that 
the slightest accident might still lead to war.” 


Critics of the exposition of Biblical prophecy which 
maintains that the current period is defined as “the 
Day of Battle” receive rebuttal in these extracts which 
demonstrate clearly that a state of war already exists. 
The question as to whether or not a war is “hot” or 
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“cold” is simply a matter of the degree of intensity 
of conflict. What Mr. Nehru fails to see as yet is that 
the compulsion of events is destined to turn the “angry 
nations” back to God during the overall prophetic 
period defined as being the Divine judgment upon the 
nations. 


Battleground of the Spirit 


Even the Archbishop of Canterbury sees the present 
phase of mental turmoil in something approaching 
apocalyptic terms when, preaching in Canterbury 
Cathedral, he proclaims: 


“Today every kind of accepted standard is being chal- 
lenged and this opens a battleground of the spirit. In all 
this state of moral confusion, the Christian sees the sword 
of the Spirit flashing as it divides soul and spirit in men 
and nations.” 


Without controversy, “the battleground of the spirit” 
is strikingly evident in the political arena both in Bri- 
tain and the United States. In Britain, during “the 
Whitsun of Decision,” which followed the Summit de- 
bacle, the Prime Minister, who had declared there was 
“no crisis,” retired to the countryside to make “an 
agonizing reappraisal of men and policies,” whilst Mr. 
R. A. Butler startled his colleagues by stating “the 
international situation was possibly the gravest that 
the House of Commons had ever met.” As Leader of 
the House, Mr. Butler was called on to reply to Oppo- 
sition complaints that the Summit debate had “fallen 
below the level of events.” Replying to this charge, he 
said: 

“Yesterday may have been regarded by some as a quiet 
debate and by some inadequate to the general horror which 
faces the world. That is a profoundly legitimate view.” 


Rough Weather Abead 


The Editor of the Daily Telegraph also summed up 
the climate of opinion shrewdly when he affirmed: 
“Seldom has the international outlook been so 
shrouded in confusion.” Indeed, the consensus of opin- 
ion confirms that official attempts to play down the 
crisis are purely a matter of political policy or maneu- 
ver. 

Appearing on the ITV network, Sir Anthony Eden 
came out of retirement to predict “rough weather 
ahead” as a consequence of the Summit breakdown. 
Sir Anthony forecast closer Soviet-Chinese cooperation 
and increased Communist pressure in the Mid-East, 
Far East, Africa and the Caribbean. According to a 
Daily Mail report: 

“Sir Anthony thought future Summits should avoid defi- 
nite topics like Berlin because the danger was that you ‘lock 
horns’ — as an old American friend of mine used to say — 
and if you ‘lock horns’ at the Summit, that’s very bad be- 
cause there’s no reference you can make higher up.” 


Well, if the world’s top leaders decline to get down 
to “brass tacks” with their opposite numbers at inter- 
national conferences, then it is doubly certain that the 
impact of events will force the issue before any of us 
are very much older. How true it is that today “multt- 
tudes are in the valley of decision,” yet, shrinking on 
the brink of the Abyss, fear to face up to the approach- 
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ing decisive hour. 

If things are far from being well in the Western 
camp, however, they are far from being well in the 
Communist camp either. Recently reports arrived of 
Moscow having been “forced to do battle” with Peking 
Communists over resistance to the policy of East-West 
relaxation. This incident occurred during the congress 
of the World Federation of Trade Unions, when a 
Chinese-inspired resolution was forced through over 
the head of a Russian delegation. 


China as Pace-DMMaker 


Thus the world witnessed the astonishing spectacle 
of Chinese Communist leaders openly accusing Mr. 
Khrushchev’s policies as being “deviations from Marx 
and Lenin,” at the same time demanding “the use of 
modern weapons to advance the cause of international 
Communism.” 

Quickly, Mr. Khrushchev hit back through Pravda 
(the official organ of the Russian Communist party). 
In a sharply-worded attack on “left-wing extremists 
and doctrinaires inside the international Communist 
movement,” the attack rebuked those who, “because 
they have power in their hands, think they can intro- 
duce Communism at once and avoid the historical 
phases of its development.” 


Commenting upon the intensity of this ideological 
conflict within the Communist camp, the London 
Times maintains: 


“The Soviet position has been complicated by the grow- 
ing caution of the Soviet Government itself. The policy of 
stirring up troubled waters and then fishing in them is now 
considered too dangerous. In the Middle East crisis of 1956, 
the Soviet Union learned that open intervention would lead 
to a major war and when, in 1958, British and American 
troops landed in Jordan and Lebanon, it showed much more 
restraint.” 


Oriental Restraint Uninbhibited 


After describing the manner in which Red China 
has been “stepping in where Russia feared to tread,” 
recently, in Algeria, Yemen, Guinea (West Africa), 
etc., the Times continues: 


“Unfortunately for Mr. Khrushchev’s plans, his ally has 
fewer inhibitions. None of the restraints which hold back 
the Russians have much effect on the Chinese. They have a 
fanatical Communism beside which the Russian variety 
seems like mature caution and they are not afraid of telling 
the Russians so. ABOVE ALL THEY BELIEVE THAT THEIR BRAND 
OF COMMUNISM WOULD SURVIVE A WAR WHICH WOULD LEAVE 
THE REST OF THE WORLD FLAT.” 


As suggested previously in these columns, it is this 
incalculable factor and oriental inscrutability of Red 
China, as an ally, which may well provoke those “tid- 
ings out of the East” which are going to trouble the 
hosts of Gog when they make their predicted swoop 
on the Middle East in fulfillment of the 38th chapter 
of Ezekiel. 

Must we wait until this dreadful threat materializes 
into the realm of actual fact before we turn to God 
by calling a National Day of Prayer, to be celebrated 
as an Official act of state? 
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THE KING AND THE KINGDOM

must be a Kingdom. The one 

implies the other. A sovereign 
must have a realm over which to 
reign. We shall consider these two 
facts with which the whole message 
of the Bible is concerned. 


I 


First, then, there is the King. The 
fact of the King and His ultimate 
reign on the earth is clearly spoken 
of in Psalm 24: 9-10: 


“Lift up your heads, O ye gates; even 
lift them up, ye everlasting doors; and 
the King of glory shall come in. Who 
is this King of glory? The Lord of hosts, 
he is the King of glory.” 


I’ THERE Is a King, then there 


Psalm 24 is the last of a series of 
three wonderful Psalms, all dealing 
with the King. In Psalm 22 we see 
Him at Calvary — the place of suf- 
fering and redemption. This antici- 
pates the sufferings of Jesus on the 
cross and the action of His perse- 
cutors: 


“My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” (Ps. 22: 1.) 

“They part my garments among 
them, and cast lots upon my vesture. 
. . . They pierced my hands and my 
feet.” (Ps. 22: 16-18.) 


This all concerns His first coming 
to suffer and to die so that Israel 
might be redeemed and the world 
saved. 


Psalm 23 is the Shepherd Psalm; 
it is the Psalm of His resurrection 
power. The Shepherd-King is alive, 
tending His sheep, which are never 
far from His oversight. 


Psalm 24 is the Psalm of the As- 
cension. The King of Glory has as- 
cended on high; the everlasting 
doors have opened to Him. 


This fact of a King who is to 
reign in righteousness upon earth 
is the grand theme of the Scriptures. 
It is the only message of hope to a 
world which has been misruled since 
the first sin of man: 
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“Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will raise unto David a 
righteous Branch, and a King shall 
reign and prosper, and shall execute 
judgment and justice in the earth.” 
(Jer. 23: 5.) 


There is none qualified to assume 
that righteous dictatorship but Him 
whom God the Father hath ap- 
pointed; of Whom it is spoken 
under inspiration: 


“Thy throne, O God, is for ever and 
ever: the sceptre of thy kingdom is a 
right sceptre.” (Psalm 45: 6.) 


He is none other than Jesus 
Christ, our Lord and Saviour, who 
Himself said, “All power is given 
unto me, in heaven and on earth.” 
His claims are well attested in the 
Bible. 

1) He is King because He is the 
Creator of all things: 


“All things were made by him; and 
without him was not any thing made 
that was made.” (John 1: 3.) 

“And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning 
hast laid the foundation of the earth; 
and the heavens are the works of thine 
hands: They shall perish; but thou re- 
mainest.” (Heb. 1: 10-11.) 


2) Jeremiah calls Him “King of 
nations” (Jer. 10:7) — an “ever- 
lasting king” (v. 10), who is identi- 
fied in Revelation 12:5 and 19: 15 
as He who is destined to “rule all 
nations with a rod of iron.” 

3) Legally He has a right to the 
Throne of David, for according to 
the Angel’s announcement to Mary 
(Luke 1: 31-33), Jesus is appointed 
to take the throne of His father 
David (His ancestor according to 
the flesh), with whom God made an 
unbreakable covenant that His seed 
would be established forever, and 
his throne to all generations (Ps. 89: 
3-4 & 34-37). It was because of this 
that both Matthew and Luke are 
careful to trace the descent of Jesus 
from David (Matt. 1:1 and Luke 
3: 23-31). 


4) Moreover Jesus Himself de- 
clared: “All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth” (Matt. 28: 
18). ‘This could not be realized un- 
less He is to return in undisputed 
sovereignty. 

5) A further fact of identification 
is our Lord’s fulfillment of pro- 
phecy concerning the King who was 
to come. He suffered and humbled 
Himself and consequently He will 
be exalted to the most supreme of 
all positions. This is clear from 
Philippians 2: 7-11: 


“But made himself of no reputation, 
and took upon him the form of a ser- 
vant, and was made in the likeness of 
men. . . . He became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross. 
Wherefore God also hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a name which is 
above every name: That at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow . . . and 
that every tongue should confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord.” 


This kingly supremacy of Jesus is 
again referred to by St. Paul in his 
Epistle to the Ephesians (chap. 1: 
20-22) where he declares that God 
“hath put all things under his feet.” 
Here is sovereignty invested in 
Jesus according to Luke 1: 32: 


“The Lord God shall give unto him 
the throne of his father David; and he 
shall reign over the house of Jacob for 
ever; and of his kingdom there shall 
be no end.” 


There are over 100 definite refer- 
ences in the Bible to Jesus as the 
appointed King, and to His ulti- 
mate reign on earth. He is “the 
King of glory” and “all nations 
shall call him blessed” (Ps. 72: 17). 
“A King shall reign and prosper, 
and shall execute judgment and 
justice in the earth,” says Jeremiah 
(Jer. 23:5), and this is His name 
whereby He shall be called, “THE 
Lorp OuR RIGHTEOUSNEsS” (Jer. 
23: 6). 

The Prophet Daniel was given a 
glimpse into the heavens and saw 
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in vision the enthronement of Jesus, 
“the Son of man”: 


“And there was given him dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom, that all peo- 
ple, nations and languages, should serve 
him: his dominion is an _ everlasting 
dominion, which shall not pass away, 
and his kingdom that which shall not 
be destroyed.” (Dan. 7: 14.) 


“The Lord Jesus Christ,” says St. 
Paul (II Tim. 4: 1), is to “judge the 
quick and the dead at his appearing 
and his kingdom.” “The kingdoms 
of this world are [to] become the 
kingdoms of our Lord, and of His 
Christ” (Rev. 11: 15) “and he shall 
reign for ever and ever.” These are 
tremendous statements which must 
be taken literally, for if they do not 
mean what they say, why are they 
there in the Bible, the infallible and 
unalterable Word of God? 


II 


But the question arises — and it 
is an important one — Has the ap- 
pointed King come into His posses- 
sions? He is appointed, qualified 
and destined to be the world Sover- 
eign. He is entitled by every claim 
to occupy that position as “King 
over all the earth,” and “heir of all 
things” (Heb. 1: 2). Has He come 
into His Kingdom? 

The astounding fact that con- 
fronts us, and which explains the 
long succession of world happen- 
ings, is that He has not — yet! “We 
see not yet all things put under 
Him” (Heb. 2: 8) — not yet! 

Why? Because there is a rival 
prince — “the prince of this world” 
(John 12: 31; 14: 30; 16: 11) — the 
“adversary” (I Peter 5:8). “The 
whole world lieth in the Evil One,” 
says the apostle. 


There we have the reason why 
Jesus is “not yet” in possession of 
His rightful throne upon the earth; 
why, after centuries of misrule, the 
world is in its present chaotic state. 
There is a usurper — another bear- 
ing rule as king. 

We are given the story of his cre- 
ation — before he usurped the 
throne — in Ezekiel 28: 13, where 
he is represented as being created, 
for high purpose, to the sound of 
great rejoicing, amid great splendor. 
Created to the sound of music 
(tabrets and pipes) “in Eden, the 
garden of God,” where the diamond 
and the topaz, the emerald and

every conceivable precious stone was 
found — amid splendor, wealth and 
rejoicing — an “anointed cherub,” 
undoubtedly appointed a viceroy to 
rule, possibly the earth, under God's 
authority. 

But through pride he fell from 
his high estate: “Thou wast perfect 
in thy ways from the day that thou 
wast created,” says the Record, “till 
iniquity was found in thee... . 
Thine heart was lifted up because 
of thy beauty, thou hast corrupted 
thy wisdom by reason of thy bright- 
ness” (Ez. 28: 15-17). “Your brilli- 
ance depraved your wisdom” (Mof- 
fatt). The Prophet Isaiah takes up 
the story: 


“How art thou fallen from heaven, 
O Lucifer, son of the morning! How 
art thou cut down to the ground, 
which didst weaken the nations! For 
thou hast said in thine heart, I will 
ascend into heaven, I will exalt my 
throne above the stars of God.... I 
will be like [will rival] the most High.” 
(Isa. 14: 12-14.) 


This aspiration of Lucifer has 
reference to the dwelling place of 


God — the seat of His supreme 
authority — spoken of by St. Paul 
(II Cor. 12:2) as “the third 


heaven,” as distinct from the first 
heaven, or region of the air where 
the birds (and now men) fly, called 
the atmosphere; or the second 
heaven (or stratosphere), that part 
of space where “the stars in their 
courses” function (Judges 5: 20). 

But there is the Third Heaven 
— the Seat of God and the Holy 
Angels — His “Holy habitation 
from which He administers blessing 
and judgment to the inhabitants of 
the earth” — into which place 
Christ ascended after His resurrec- 
tion: 

“A father of the fatherless, and a 
judge of the widows, is God in his holy 
habitation.” (Ps. 68: 5.) 

“The Lord shall roar from on high, 
and utter his voice from his holy habi- 
tation [“his sacred abode” — Moffatt].” 
(Jer. 25: 30.) 


Moffatt interprets Lucifer’s boast- 
ing: “I will set my throne supreme 
above the stars on high.” Thus, we 
are introduced to the inaccessible 
heights in which God dwells. Jesus 
speaks of “the glory which I had 
with thee [His Father] before the 
world was” (John 17: 5), to which 
He has now returned — “to the 
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right hand of the Majesty on high,” 
in the heavens (Heb. 1: 3 and 8: 1.) 
The reference to “the sons of 
God” is also interesting, and throws 
light upon several passages of the 
Scriptures. In the 38th chapter of 
the Book of Job, verses 4-7, where 
Job was being questioned by God, 
we have reference to the “sons of 
God” who were present at Creation 
and “shouted for joy” at the mar- 
velous creative work of God. 


“Where wast thou,” asked God, 
“when I laid the foundations of the 
earth? declare, if thou hast under- 
standing. Who hath laid the meas- 
ures thereof . or who hath 
stretched the line upon it? Where- 
upon are the foundations thereof 
fastened? Or who laid the corner 
stone thereof; when the morning 
stars sang together, and all the sons 
of God shouted for joy?” 

Lucifer was one of those “sons of 
God.” It has been suggested that his 
particular “estate,” or “rank” was 
viceroy, under God, over the earth. 
This is apparent from Job 1:6, 
where “the sons of God” (these an- 
gelic beings — “ministering spirits,” 
as we are told in Hebrews 1: 14, on 
behalf of those on earth who are 
“heirs of salvation”) are seen “pre- 
senting themselves before the Lord,” 
to give an account of their steward- 
ship, “and Satan came also among 
them” and was questioned by God 
concerning His servant Job, “a per- 
fect and an upright man, one that 
feareth God, and escheweth [shuns] 
evil” (v. 8). 

In Isaiah 30, verse 33, this fallen 
angel is spoken of as a “king,” and 
his ultimate end is declared: 


“For Tophet is ordained of old; yea, 
for the king it is prepared; he hath 
made it deep and large: the pile thereof 
is fire and much wood; the breath of 
the Lord, like a stream of brimstone, 
doth kindle it.” 


There are several references in the 
Scriptures to “the breath of the 
Lord” in action against the wicked, 
or Wicked (Lawless) One; and to 
the destruction which is to proceed 
“out of his mouth”: 


“With the breath of his lips shall he 
slay the wicked.” (Isa. 11: 4.) 


The “sharp sword” with which 
the nations are to be smitten, and 


those who “make war” against Him 
whose name is Faithful and True, 
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proceeds “out of His mouth” (Rev. 
19: 11-15, 19-21). “Then,” says the 
apostle in his summary of events at 
the coming of the Lord, “shall the 
Lawless One be revealed, whom the 
Lord Jesus will destroy with the 
breath of his lips and quell by his 
appearing and arrival’ (Il Thess. 
2:8, Moffatt). 

“Tophet” was a valley outside 
Jerusalem where all the refuse of the 
city was burned. Consequently there 
was always a smouldering fire there 
and it became the symbol of the 
fires of Hell. Here, in this remark- 
able statement by Isaiah, we have 
the rival king — the wicked “Law- 
less One” in whose power the whole 
world lieth (I John 5: 19, Moffatt) 
depicted as coming to his ultimate 
destruction in hell — the “bottom- 
less pit” (Rev. 20:3), or “abyss” 
(Moffatt). 

Some have viewed this reference 
as applying to him as the King of 
Tophet; it is significant that in 
Revelation 9: 11 he is spoken of as 
“a king ... which is the angel of 
the bottomless pit, whose name in 
the Hebrew tongue is Abaddon, but 
in the Greek tongue hath his name 
Apollyon” — the Destroyer. St. Paul 
calls him “the prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now work- 
eth in the children of disobedience” 
(Eph. 2: 2). He speaks of our wrest- 
ling “against principalities, against 
powers ... and spiritual wickedness 
in high places” (Eph. 6: 12). 

This all speaks of a rival author- 
ity, at present in a very great meas- 
ure of control, and explains why 
the God-appointed King — the 
Lord Jesus Christ — has “not yet” 
taken over the full sovereignty of 
the earth. All this is man’s own 
fault, for “our Lord is now rejected, 
and by the world disowned; but the 
crowning day is coming” — the as- 
sumption of power by the enthroned 
Lord. This enthronement, according 
to the time-signal given us in Daniel 
7:9, may have already taken place 
in the heavens! 


When Jesus was on earth He had 
two offers of Kingship. The first was 
when the Devil offered Him “all the 
kingdoms of this world, and the 
glory of them” on condition that He 
would “fall down and worship him.” 
That it was in the Devil’s power to 
grant what he proffered was not 
disputed by Jesus.

The second offer was from the 
people who sought to “take him by 
force, to make him a king” (John 
6: 15). But that sovereignty is to be 
received at the hand of God alone, 
and in that wonderful vision 
granted to His servant Daniel in 
the 7th chapter of his book, verses 
13-14, we have the enthronement of 
the appointed King (which can be 
none other than the Lord Jesus 
Christ) conferred: 


“I saw in the night visions, and, be- 
hold, one like the Son of man . . . came 
to the Ancient of days, and they 
brought him near before him. And 
there was given him dominion, and 
glory, and a kingdom, that all peo- 
ple, nations, and languages, should 
serve him: his dominion is an everlast- 
ing dominion, which shall not pass 
away, and his kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed.” 


In the statement of our Lord’s 
own parable, He has gone as “the 
nobleman into a far country to re- 
ceive for himself a kingdom, and to 
return” (Luke 19: 12). So, when He 
comes again, it will not be to suffer, 
and be rejected — that is past and 
over. He will come “in power and 
in great glory,” to reign! 

We are past the suffering and be- 
fore the threshold of the Glory. 
While we may well feel disturbed 
at the state of the world and the 
disturbances on earth that are fast 
approaching their climax, neverthe- 
less, it is good to be living in these 
days when the coming of Jesus 
Christ would appear by “the signs 
of the times” to be within measur- 
able distance. 


What a marvelous description of 
the King’s advent is given us in 
Revelation 19: 11-16: 


“I saw heaven opened, and behold 
a white horse; and he that sat upon 
him was called Faithful and True, and 
in righteousness he doth judge and 
make war... . And he was clothed with 
a vesture dipped in blood: and his 
name is called The Word of God. ... 
And he hath on his vesture .. . a name 
written, King of kings, and Lord of 
lords.” 


“In righteousness he doth . . . 
make war”! He is not coming peace- 
ably; he has to oust a rebel; to de- 
throne a rival king; to rid the world 
of evil, injustice and mismanage- 
ment, and to institute righteousness 
and justice among the inhabitants 
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of the earth. 

We are further told that He will 
take hold of “the dragon, that old 
serpent called the Devil and Satan,” 
and will put him, and all his hellish 
systems, into the “bottomless pit.” 
He will overthrow “the beast and 
the false prophet” and all sections 
of the Devil’s too-long-usurped king- 
dom. 

For a description of the ultimate 
triumph of God over the Devil and 
his works, read Revelation, chapter 
19, and compare with Ezekiel, chap- 
ters 38 and 39. In verses 17 and 18 of 
Revelation 19 we read of “the sup- 
per of the great God,” at the trium- 
phant advent of the King — “The 
King of kings and Lord of lords”: 


“Come and gather yourselves to- 
gether unto the supper of the great 
God [This is a call to the fowls that 
fly in the midst of heaven], that ye may 
eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of 
captains, and the flesh of mighty men, 
and the flesh of horses, and of them 
that sit on them, and the flesh of all 
men, both free and bond, both small 
and great.” 


Now turn to Ezekiel’s inspired 
prophecy: of this great conflict of 
God versus the Devil in Ezekiel 39: 
17-22: 


“And, thou son of man, thus saith 
the Lord God; Speak unto every 
feathered fowl, and to every beast of 
the field, Assemble yourselves, and 
come; gather yourselves on every side 
to my sacrifice that I do sacrifice for 
you, even a great sacrifice upon the 
mountains of Israel, that ye may eat 
flesh, and drink blood. 


“Ye shall eat the flesh of the mighty, 
and drink the blood of the princes. . .. 
Ye shall eat fat till ye be full, and 
drink blood till ye be drunken, of my 
sacrifice which I have sacrificed for you. 
Thus ye shall be filled at my table with 
horses and chariots, with mighty men 
and with all men of war, saith the Lord 
God. 

“And I will set my glory among the 
heathen, and all the heathen [the na- 
tions] shall see my judgment that I 
have executed, and my hand that I 
have laid upon them. So the house of 
Israel shall know that I am the Lord 
their God from that day and forward.” 


Afterward it shall come to pass 
that “the kingdoms of this world 
shall become the kingdoms of our 
Lord” (Rev. 11: 15), who shall then 
set His hand to that grand work of 
restoration about which the pro- 
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phecies are concerned. Read that 
glorious chapter, Isaiah 35, which 
ends: 


“But the redeemed [of the Lord] 
shall walk there: and the ransomed of 
the Lord shall return, and come to 
Zion with songs and everlasting joy 
upon their heads: they shall obtain joy 
and gladness, and sorrow and sighing 
shall flee away.” 


Then turn to Revelation 21: 4 
and its listing of the things which 
are to be “no more” — death, sor- 
row, crying, pain — those things 
which have afflicted mankind and 
spoiled life in this present order. It 
all speaks of Life as we understand 
it, but transfigured and marvelously 
enhanced! 

In his book, Immortality, in a 
chapter on “Immortality and 
Heaven” (p. 293), Canon E. E. 
Holmes answers the question, 
“Where and what is Heaven?”, 
under three points of view: the 
mental view, the pictorial view and 
the social view. In a most enlighten- 
ing passage on “The Pictorial View” 
he says: 


“Heaven is the transfiguration of the 
familiar. The ‘New Jerusalem’ suggests 
the Old Jerusalem — so familiar, so 
dear, so human with its streets; so 
divine with its temple. . . . And here, 
in the Revelation, is the picture: ‘And 
I John saw the holy city, new Jeru- 
salem, coming down from God out of 
heaven .. . having the glory of God’ 
(Rev. 21: 2, 10-11). 


“It is the transformed image of the 
old city, with its familiar streets, and 


towers, and walls, and gates and rivers, 
and fountains, hills, trees and _build- 
ings — and treasures. It is still the dear 
old Jerusalem, new, but familiar. It is 
the old earthly Jerusalem, but cleansed, 
purified, transfigured and enhanced. 

“It is ‘the holy city’ because its citi- 
zens are holy. “The former things are 
passed away;’ there is no more death, 
for ‘the last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is death.’ There is no more sor- 
row, for there is no sin. No more cty- 
ing, for there is nothing to cry about. 
No more pain, for the healing leaves of 
the Tree of Life have healed sin’s 
deadly hurt.” 


There too, we would add, are the 
old streets, but cleansed and made 
fit to walk upon: “The street of the 
city was pure gold” (Rev. 21: 21). 
No longer is there squalor, and 
crime, or anything to hurt, or of 
which to be ashamed. Then, too, 
there shall be normal, safe, happy 
life, for “the streets of the city shall 
be full of boys and girls playing in 
the streets thereof” (Zech. 8: 5). 

In Isaiah 51: 16 we are given a 
particular promise to Israel of pres- 
ervation while the great work of 
making the New Heaven and the 
New Earth is in process: 


“I have covered thee in the shadow 
of mine hand, that I may plant the 
heavens, and lay the foundations of the 
earth, and say unto Zion, Thou art my 
people.” 


At the same time the “cup of his 
fury,” from which the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem shall have drunk, is to 
be taken out of their hands and 


“put into the hand of them that 
afflict thee” (Isa. 51: 22-23). The 
next chapter speaks of Israel re. 
deemed and the Lord taking His 
place over them, as in former days, 
as King, so that His people may re. 
joice: 

“Break forth into joy, sing together, 
ye waste places of Jerusalem: for the 
Lord hath comforted his people, he 
hath redeemed Jerusalem. The Lord 
hath made bare his holy arm in the 
eyes of all the nations; and all the 
ends of the earth shall see the salva- 
tion of our God.” (Isa. 52: 9-10.) 


While there is this specific Divine 
work in behalf of Israel as a people, 
and for Jerusalem, which is to be- 
come the governmental center of 
the enthroned King, Jesus Christ, 
the whole world is to eventually 
come under Kingdom blessings: 


“They shall not hurt nor destroy in 
all my holy mountain [Kingdom]: for 
the earth shall be full of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord, as the waters cover 
the sea.” (Isa. 11: 9.) 


Then we will have the new world, 
the new men, and the new age! It 
will be the day of the great reveal- 
ings; the day of the great restora- 
tion; the day of Israel’s marvelous 
deliverance. It will be that Great 
Day of God Almighty, when the 
Lord takes up again His active gov- 
ernorship of Israel, and the whole 
world, freed from the curse, shall 
become bountiful and productive 
beyond imagination, and shall give 
back to man its abounding increase.

If the events of this era are ever truthfully recorded, 
the exposure of intrigue and treason within our govern- 
ment will be appalling. The degree of suffering that 
could have been alleviated if the leadership of our 
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you know, and would not recognize the Soviet 


nation had acted in the cause of righteousness will 
mark this as a black period in our history. The re- 
cord will also reveal that our vacillations and indeci- 
sions at critical points contributed in a major way to 
World War III, all because we failed to take a firm 
stand against Communist aggression wherever it man- 
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dicted. This story is not yet complete. Belgium 

was gravely to blame for a scuttle upon which 
she decided in panic and without having made any 
preparation at all and well knowing that she had made 
none. Belgium also well knew that NATO interests 
were involved. It will be a long time before the Congo 
can look after itself. Thhus, the UN will be involved 
for years or one or other of the powers will have to 
intervene. This Congo business could easily be repeated 
in Kenya and Uganda. If Kenya is handed over to a 
Mau Mau inspired or terrorized government, the re- 
sults will be even worse. If Uganda is handed over, 
the story will be little better. Neither territory is ready 
or anything like ready for full democratic government. 
No such experiment should be considered. The effect of 
the Congo experience upon political opinion in South- 
ern Rhodesia and the Union of South Africa will 
scarcely be leftist. We can be sure that European opin- 
ion in both countries will be still more determined to 
retain control and in our opinion, if Europeans in 
either country or both countries wish to retain control, 
they will be successful in so doing. They hold nearly 
all the cards. 


The big picture has more to show us than the Congo. 
There is Cuba. There we have another story. Russia 
says that if the U. S. attempts to stop a virtual Soviet 
base from being created, that will spell war. This is a 
straight attempt at blackmail. It would be intolerable 
if Russia made an anti-NATO base in Cuba. Yet, un- 
less the U. S. is firm, it will be done. The Cuban ques- 
tion is a very dangerous one indeed. The revolution 
was Communist-inspired, financed and directed. Its 
object was to create an anti-NATO military base in 
the very heart of our western home defenses. It was 
a bold move and has led to very dangerous conse- 
quences. The Soviet Union hopes eventually to domi- 
nate the entire Central and South American area. That 
is the objective. It is to be achieved under cover of 
peaceful co-existence plus threats. One wonders if the 
U. S. could possibly allow this to develop further? If 
it did, the entire NATO system would be undermined. 

Then we have to look at Berlin. Here we now have 
a precise threat. It is this. If the West German Parlia- 
ment meets in Berlin in September, West Germany 
must either bite the dust and recognize East Germany 
or her entire Parliament will be marooned in Berlin. 
Will Russia dare to carry out this threat? If so, will 
the NATO powers fight or surrender? The crucial test 
approaches. If Russia does not carry out the threat, 
then she will be much weakened. If she does, the basic 
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prestige, worth and meaning of NATO will be put to 
a supreme test. 

Quite a picture; and even this does not include the 
whole question of spy flights or Persia. The spy flights 
are very tiresome because so badly managed. Persia is 
one of those big international questions to which no 
one will pay the smallest attention until it is in the 
last stage of crisis. It will soon be on the list of top 
critical problems. We allow it slowly to develop with 
scarcely a word in the press and absolutely none of 
official recognition. In short, the “cold” war is getting 
much hotter. It will get still warmer. It will one day 
be white hot. The entire “co-existence” story was false 
from A to Z. Khrushchev had not the smallest inten- 
tion of peaceful co-existence unless it should spell total 
surrender by the NATO powers. 

In the meantime, faced with all the dangers of chal- 
lenge on almost every front, none of the NATO 
powers possesses conventional forces capable of resist- 
ing force by force. They have relied upon the deter- 
rent, failing to calculate that this could eventually be 
neutralized. The position of Britain is particularly bad. 
The reckless “defense” policy of the last three years 
has at last been shown up as wrong. In a recent House 
of Lords debate hardly one voice was raised in defense 
of the policy which was so recklessly adopted. Britain 
is again as weak as in 1912 and 1938. Will she never 
learn her lesson? It was this very weakness which en- 
couraged and finally persuaded the aggressors into ac- 
tions which spelt a clash. 

Russian policy is gradually unfolding in accordance 
with the wishes of the extremist school. Khrushchev 
is making more and more threats. ‘The extremists de- 
mand that this shall not end up as bluff. The moder- 
ates say that Khrushchev and the extremists are head- 
ing straight toward war or the total collapse of Rus- 
sia’s prestige. The atmosphere in Moscow is therefore 
uneasy. Khrushchev’s extremism is not popular with 
the masses. They fear war and do not really believe all 
the nonsense put about officially that Russia is threat- 
ened by America and Germany. Hardly anyone be- 
lieves that to be true. One does very much wonder what 
Khrushchev can or will do. Dare he compromise? If 
he dare not, how on earth is he to escape from a clash 
if the NATO powers refuse to give in over Berlin, 
Cuba, etc., etc.? 

It is remarkable that Khrushchev has gone as far 
as he has — even causing the disillusionment of Mr. 
Macmillan, who bent backwards to make “co-existence” 
possible, even risking the good opinion of both Eisen- 
hower and de Gaulle. No one could have done more 
or gone further than Mr. Macmillan. Khrushchev 
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seems not to have cared a jot that his activities would 
cause the loss of Mr. Macmillan’s good will. Russian 
policy has become more and more reckless, thereby in- 
creasing tension to an over-all extent greater than at 
any time since 1939. This appears to be deliberate. 
One is sometimes inclined to feel that it amounts to 
madness. One sees the design and its successes are clear. 
Nevertheless, it is still absolute madness. It can event- 
ually lead only to war or a Russian diplomatic collapse 
of a kind without many precedents because, at the 
finality, the NATO powers cannot and will not sur- 
render. 


In two months’ time, at the end of September, Ni- 
geria will have attained independence. Stability or in- 
stability in Nigeria will have immediate effects not 
only on the country’s close neighbors but also on such 
faraway countries as, for example, the Sudan, where 
there are at any given moment at least half a million 
Nigerians resident. Our special correspondent has made 
an on-the-spot investigation in Lagos and a number of 
other key centers. His report on the situation indicates 
that, although Nigeria is without doubt as ready for 
independence as any country in Africa can be expected 
to be, it would be wrong to assume that all will remain 
well. Nigeria is not the united country which the world 
believes it to be. Once more, as in so many other areas 
of Africa, a heavy price is today being paid for the 
mistaken belief of the early colonizers that all that was 
necessary to create a country was to draw lines on a 
map. Once more, you get a number of totally different 
territories (in this case three) which had been artifi- 
cially thrown together and which are now expected to 
behave as a single state, whereas the people concerned 
had never regarded themselves as members of a single 
nation. In trying to interpret events in Nigeria, this 
is a point to be kept in mind, particularly as there are 
also deep religious differences between the different 
areas. 


It is clear that there are considerable strains in Ni- 
geria and little unity of outlook in domestic or foreign 
policy even in such matters as Communist infiltration. 
Nobody is more aware of this than Moscow and Pe- 
king. Communist agitators are stirring up these re- 
gional antagonisms as hard as they can. They will go 
at it all out once independence arrives. Many Nigerians 
who have not been in Nigeria for a long time, in some 
cases not for years, are suddenly arriving back — from 
Moscow, from Peking, from Prague and from East Ger- 
many. Our correspondent asked one senior official if 
there was any evidence that they were coming back to 
form Communist cells, particularly in the trade unions. 
He was told: “No. There is no need for them to do 
that. The cells are already there. All they have to do 
is to recruit more members.” Our correspondent writes: 
“Conditions in the industrial areas of Nigeria make 
the work of Communist infiltrators easy. Lagos, for 
instance, is probably the largest slum in Africa. I re- 
peat, Lagos — not just one part of Lagos. It is a breed- 
ing place for agitators. Thirty-five thousand people 
are herded together in one small 60-acre area in the 
center of the city. There is little else for them to do 
but listen to agitators.” 


Chinese literature is coming into Nigeria in alarm- 
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ing quantities through Hong Kong. Britain does noth- 
ing effective to control it. Our correspondent was 
shown some of it and he writes: “As propaganda it is 
well produced and is remarkably subtle. There can be 
no doubt that it is especially produced for Nigeria, 
because its ‘message’ is directly addressed to Nigerians.” 

This Chinese literature includes beautifully printed 
and illustrated storybooks, telling simple stories of life 
in China, telling of great achievements since the Com- 
munists took over. (All in good English.) At the end 
of every book is the following message: “We hope you 
have enjoyed reading this book. If you have, please 
write to us and tell us so. We would like to hear from 
you. If you can, also send us the names and addresses 
of four of your friends. We will then send you another 
book.” Young people, including school children and 
university students, often respond out of curiosity. 
Having done so they soon find themselves in regular, 
friendly correspondence with Peking. It is so subtly 
done that the circle of Chinese “friends” in Nigeria 
is growing rapidly. 

A Japanese expert on nuclear affairs says that it is 
possible for Red China to produce an atomic bomb 
now because “since the end of last year, there is a 
possibility that the important raw material Pu-239 can 
be produced in China” by the Chinese atomic reactor, 
Asia’s biggest, under the administrative control of the 
Nuclear Institute of the National Academy of Sciences 
in Peking. Mr. Ichiro Fujibayashi based his careful 
conclusions on systematic examination of all available 
information, mostly official from Chinese Communist 
sources themselves. 


A Red Chinese diplomat in East Berlin said last 
January that his government will probably explode a 
small-size atomic bomb in the Mongolian desert some 
time this year. Premier Chou En-lai when visiting 
Burma last April said Red China could build an 
atomic submarine within the next five years. Senior 
General Liu Ya-lou, Commander-in-Chief of the Red 
Chinese Air Force, declared as early as last year, in 
an article published in the army organ, Liberation 
Army, in Peking, that “without external assistance, 
Chinese workers and Chinese technicians can in the 
near future build our own atom bombs.” 


Reports reaching India and Pakistan reveal that 
Russian technicians, mostly from Andizhan, and Chi- 
nese engineers have been arriving in Lhasa and other 
mineral centers of Tibet at the same time that Chinese 
troops have been airlifted to Lhasa from the Lanchow 
and Chengtu areas of Western China since the latter 
part of June. 


Tibet’s place in Communist bloc strategy was dis- 
cussed at a high-level Russo-Chinese conference in 
Shanghai in which Party Chairman Mao Tse-tung per- 
sonally participated early in June. The following deci- 
sions are believed to have been taken: Lhasa to be 
made a munitions-manufacturing center; Tibet to be 
made into a heavily militarized zone, the present 
300,000 Chinese garrison to be increased to 500,000 
and the present one air division stationed in Tibet to 
be increased to five divisions. Continued uprisings by 
Tibetan rebels set spurs to the Shanghai decision to

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Why Not a Roman Catholic President?

Catholic, has won the nomination for the presi- 
dency on the Democratic ticket, the religious 
issue in politics has come into sharp focus. 

Not since 1928 has a Roman Catholic seriously 
sought the highest office in the land, and despite state- 
ments to the effect that the religious issue is dead, and 
that a man’s religion makes no difference in his politics, 
it can be expected that the tempo of the debate about 
a Catholic in the White House will increase immeas- 
urably in the months ahead. 


Why not a Roman Catholic president? 


Is it because of the danger of a pipeline being built 
between the Vatican and the White House? No. Few 
people believe that today. 

Is it because the majority of Americans would ob- 
ject to the endless parade of nuns and priests traipsing 
in and out of the White House — to the constant whir 
and click of television and newspaper cameras? No, 
not merely. 

Is it because Cardinal Spellman might be made Sec- 
retary of State and Fulton Sheen made ghost-writer of 
the president’s speeches? No. 

Is it because one should vote against a man simply 
because of his religion? Indeed, no. 

Why not, then, a Roman Catholic president? 

Without prejudice and without passion, every Ameri- 
can must come to the clear understanding that a Ro- 
man Catholic is not only a believer in a religion, as a 
Protestant or a Jew or a Mohammedan or a Buddhist 
would be, but that a Roman Catholic is a member of 
an ecclesiastical system — a religious and political sys- 
tem so rigid, so authoritarian and so totalitarian that 
it demands, and gets, the first allegiance of every true 
member of it. 


Church over State 


The Roman Catholic church has, through history, 
proclaimed itself the only “true” church — with the 
implied and stated rights to restrict or destroy “error,” 
that is, non-Catholic beliefs. And through the unique 
blend of secular and spiritual power, the Roman Cath- 
olic church has grown to be the most monolithic, auth- 
oritarian, political and religious power-structure the 
world has ever known. And even today it demands to 


Ne that Senator John F. Kennedy, a Roman 
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be recognized as superior to any civil government any- 
where in the world. 

Pope Pius IX asserted, in 1864, “To say in the case 
of conflicting laws enacted by the Two Powers (Church 
and State), the civil law prevails, is error.” 

Pope Leo XIII’s Encyclical on the Christian Consti- 
tution of States declared: “It is not lawful for the State, 
any more than for the individual, either to disregard 
all religious duties, or to hold in equal favor different 
kinds of religion.” 

The Vatican Council of 1870 made every “ex Cathe- 
dra” utterance of the pope “infallible” — and that 
“infallibility” was retroactive. In that very Council, 
150 of the 600 bishops held that Rome had no moral 
right to compel the conscience of a secular official, but 
they were outvoted. Since the Council never formally 
adjourned, but was only suspended, the pope can still 
claim authority to dictate to Catholic politicians in 
matters of “Faith and Morals” — a phrase that covers 
every conceivable issue — or can be made to. 


eAre eAmerican (atholics Different? 


“But,” some say, “American Catholics are different.” 

That is wishful thinking. No American cardinal, no 
American bishop — not one member of the American 
hierarchy — has ever repudiated these “infallible” pro- 
nouncements of Rome — and, indeed, it would be 
ecclesiastical suicide, if not heresy, for him to do so. 

As the New Republic states: “One characteristic of 
the American Catholic remains unchanged: he is a 
faithful member of an hierarchically organized relig- 
ious community which has spiritual concerns and sec- 
ular interests .. . and its center of authority vested in 
the Pope in Rome.” 

There are those, of course, like Roman Catholic 
Governor Stephen L. R. McNichols of Colorado, who 
say that a man’s religion is “irrelevant” in his political 
life. But is that really true? One need only go back to 
December of 1959 to find General de Gaulle, of France, 
so strongly favoring a bill to increase state aid to Cath- 
olic schools from 12.3 million to 41 million dollars a 
year that he threatened to “reform” the Constitution 
if the bill didn’t pass. Under that kind of pressure — 
from an ardent Roman Catholic president — the bill 
passed. 

That couldn’t happen here in America! Couldn't it? 

In 1954, when Edmund Muskie was elected the first 
Roman Catholic governor of Maine, the Roman Cath- 
olics immediately stepped up their demands for bus 
transportation to Roman Catholic schools — at public 
expense. 

When Albert D. Rosellini was elected governor of 
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Washington — the first Roman Catholic governor of 
that state — the Catholic lobby immediately descended 
on the state capital, pushing a legislative program call- 
ing for various kinds of subsidies to parochial schools 
and a proposal to revise the state constitution so that 
public funds could be used for church activities. 


In Ohio, with the second Roman Catholic governor 
in its history, approval has been given to place garbed 
nuns on the public payroll as teachers in public schools. 
There are now over two thousand (2,055) nuns and 
priests teaching in public schools, and on public pay- 
rolls, in the United States. Nineteen states now give 
free transportation to parochial school pupils, and five 
states furnish them free textbooks — all at public ex- 
pense — and ALL a clear violation of the First Amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 

One of the first bills to be presented to the Colorado 
lawmakers after the election of the first Roman Cath- 
olic governor of that state was a bill for free transporta- 
tion to parochial schools — paid for out of tax funds. 

It has been estimated that Congressman John W. 
McCormack, (Dem., Mass.) who is a devout Roman 
Catholic, has been personally responsible for legisla- 
tion which, under various categories, has brought pub- 
lic funds of more than thirty million dollars to the 
institutions of his church. As someone said, “If a mere 
Catholic congressman can do that, what couldn’t a 
Catholic president do!” 

Whether a Roman Catholic president would himself 
initiate measures giving preferential treatment to his 
church is not the point. By the very nature of his posi- 
tion he could help to create a climate in which such 
preferential treatment would develop and flourish. 


The Threat of Excommunication 


But do the members of the American hierarchy actu- 
ally put pressure on politicians to carry out the wishes 
of the Catholic church? Indeed so! And in ways that 
no other church could possibly exert such pressure: by 
the threat of excommunication, which means, to a 
Roman Catholic, the damnation of his soul. 

No Protestant president could ever be under such a 
threat. No Jewish president could ever be under such 
pressure. But a Roman Catholic president would al- 
ways know that that authority of the hierarchy existed. 


As was stated in the Christian Century: “Protestant 
and Jewish leaders sometimes mix politics and religion, 
but they cannot ‘excommunicate’ or damn the soul of 
one who refuses to fall in line with their church’s pro- 
nouncement. And they cannot enforce obedience to 
their will under pain of sin. There lies the crucial 
difference — and a person is not a bigot who takes 
that difference into account.” 


Is this threat of excommunication ever used in 
America? It is. 


In the New Orleans diocese, the members of the 
Louisiana Legislature were threatened with excom- 
munication if they supported compulsory segregation 
laws applying to Catholic parochial schools. 

In St. Louis, when the Catholic archbishop decreed 
desegregation, many Catholics petitioned and threat- 
ened to use legal action to force the Archbishop to re- 
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verse his action. The following Sunday a pastoral let- 
ter threatened excommunication to any who associated 
with this movement. The movement collapsed. 


In these coming crucial months every American must 
ask himself this question: Could a Roman Catholic 
president actually divorce himself from the control and 
pressure of his church to the extent that his judgment 
on certain controversial questions subject to political 
determination such as government aid to parochial 
schools, gambling, birth control, divorce, censorship, 
relations with foreign countries — Spain and Israel 
and Latin-American countries, for instance — would 
his decisions be objective and wholly unbiased by his 
church’s position on these questions? 


And the answer, substantiated by examples of Cath- 
olic pressure and power in America and around the 
world, is NO. 


It is true that Senator Kennedy stated (in Look, 
March 3, 1959) that “religion is personal, politics are 
public, and the twain need never meet and conflict.” 
But with Roman Catholics, they have met and they 
would meet, and conflict, if a man were a sincere poli- 
tician AND a true Catholic — and Senator Kennedy 
is both. 


And when Senator Kennedy said, in the same article, 
“For the officeholder, nothing takes precedence over his 
oath to the Constitution,” the press of his own church 
castigated him unmercifully and said that his statement 
was certainly not good Catholic doctrine. 


One is left to believe that much of the talk about 
“American Catholicism” being different from the “offi- 
cial” or “traditional’’ Catholic views is, in Willkie’s 
phrase, so much “campaign oratory.” 


Daniel Poling reminds us that when Senator Ken- 
nedy was invited to an inter-faith ceremony, he refused 
to attend — because a high-ranking member of the 
hierarchy advised him not to. And when the motion 
to censure Senator McCarthy (a Roman Catholic) was 
before the Senate, Senator Kennedy did not declare 
his stand. 


As Eleanor Roosevelt said, “Senator Kennedy knows 
what courage is, but he is not free to exercise it.” 
Exactly! And that is true of any Roman Catholic who 
has, or will have, designs on occupying the White 
House. A Roman Catholic president would not be free 
to exercise courage because he would never be free, 
as a true Catholic, from the control and pressures of 
the traditions and the hierarchy of his church, This 
fact may be difficult for Protestants to understand, but 
it must be understood — before it is too late. 


After Al Smith was defeated in his bid for the presi- 
dency in 1928, he said that the time had not yet come 
when a man could “say his beads in the White House.” 

And every Protestant in America can pray, without 
prejudice and without rancor, that that time will 
NEVER come — in ’60, or in ’64, or in ’68 — or be- 
yond. Not because there is any objection to how a 
man prays to his God. But because the rosary is more 
than a chain of beads with which a Roman Catholic 
prays; it is a symbolic chain binding every true Roman 
Catholic to Rome — to Rome’s purposes, to Rome's 
pressures, and to Rome’s “infallible” pope.

FOOLISH PROPHETS IN HEADLINES 








ZEKIEL, one of the great major 
kK prophets of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, declared that the Lord 
told him to speak to them “that pro- 
phesy out of their own hearts” and 
say: “Hear ye the word of the Lord; 
Thus saith the Lord God; Woe unto 
the foolish prophets, that follow 
their own spirit, and have seen 
nothing!” 

The thirteenth chapter of Ezekiel 
is an amazing condemnation of men 
and women who falsely claim to 
speak for the Lord God. Although 
these pretenders had the popular 
sympathy and acceptance of the 
people, they had the characteristics 
of unauthorized prophets. They 
were merely “prophets out of their 
own hearts,” not approved by the 
Lord, but acceptable to the wishes 
of the people and the spirit of a 
degenerate age. 

God's first charge against the self- 
appointed prophets is that they had 
failed to close the gaps and prepare 
the House of Israel to stand in the 
day of battle. Moffatt’s reading of 
verses 3-7 is most impressive: 


“The Lord the Eternal declares: Woe 
to the fools of prophets who only pro- 
phesy from what they feel, without a 
real vision! O Israel, your prophets are 
like jackals burrowing among the ruins! 
You prophets never man the breach, 
you never build walls for the folk of 
Israel, to make a stand upon the day 
when the Eternal summons to the fray. 
Yours are false visions, lying oracles! 
You give ‘the word of the Eternal,’ and 
the Eternal never sent you! And you 
expect your words to be fulfilled! To 
cry ‘the word of the Eternal, when the 
Eternal has not spoken, is this not a 
vain vision, a lying oracle of yours?” 
(Ez. 13: 3-7, Moffatt Trans.) 


Israel sinned in following the 
wrong leaders and, consequently, 
had become exposed to the assaults 
of the Divine penalties. Its favored 
prophets had acted like unpatriotic 
cowards in a time of crisis and dan- 
ger. The moral and spiritual evils

of the people were as gaps in the 
wall of the citadel. Their unworthy 
prophets had done nothing by re- 
proof and personal conduct to en- 
courage repentance and reforma- 
tion. They had none of that self- 
humiliation and intercession for the 
guilty which was manifested by 
Abraham (Gen. 18: 23-33), Moses 
(Ex. 32: 32), and Paul (Rom. 9: 3). 
Concerning the fate of these pre- 
sumptive leaders, the Lord declared 
through Ezekiel: 


“Therefore the Lord the Eternal pro- 
claims: because your words are vain, 
your visions false, I am against you, says 
the Lord the Eternal; my hand shall be 
against the prophets who see false vi- 
sions and utter lying oracles. They shall 
have no place in the council of my 
people, they shall not be on the register 
of Israel, they shall not be allowed in- 
side the land of Israel — it will teach 
you that I am the Eternal.” (Ez. 13: 
8-9, Moffatt Trans.) 


These false leaders were the head- 
line prophets of Ezekiel’s day. ‘Their 
policies destroyed the peace and 
prosperity of the people and led 
them to ignominious defeat in war. 
They seduced the people, saying, 
“Peace,” when there was no peace. 
God declared the result of their 
treachery in this scathing denuncia- 
tion: 


“Since they mislead my people by 
saying ‘All is well,’ when all is not well, 
since these daubers whitewash any 
flimsy wall run up to safe-guard the 
people, tell such daubers that a deluge 
of rain is coming, huge hail-stones shall 
come down, and a stormy blast shall 
break out, till down falls the flimsy 
wall; and then you will be asked, will 
you not, ‘What about your whitewash?’ 
The Lord the Eternal proclaims: I will 
let loose a stormy blast in my wrath, a 
deluge of rain in my anger, and hail- 
stones in my fury, destroying the wall 
you daubed with your whitewash, de- 
molishing it till its very foundations 
are laid bare; the wall shall fall, and 
crush you under it — to let you know 


that I am the Eternal.” (Ez. 13: 10-14, 
Moffatt Trans.) 


From Bible history we learn that 
the covenant people seldom profited 
by the calamities of a preceding 
generation. They went right on 
making the same mistakes which 
brought their forebears to disaster 
and eventual judgment. And so it 
is in our time, only on a scale far 
more extensive than ever before. 
The whole world is now seething in 
suspicion, turmoil and revolution, 
with none but the blind to lead the 
blind. As in the days of old, our 
people reject God’s true spokesmen 
and clamor for the headline pro- 
phets “that follow their own spirit, 
and have seen nothing.” 

This is the condition which now 
prevails in both Church and State; 
indeed, both are included in the 
covenants and promises which God 
made with His people, not only in 
the Sinai Covenant, but also in the 
New Covenant. Transgression of 
the everlasting covenants has been 
God’s chief charge against His peo- 
ple from the beginning of their his- 
tory to the end of the record con- 
cerning them. Let us now analyze a 
prevailing situation in the light of 
God’s commands relative to the 
issues involved. 

The Dallas Morning News, Janu- 
ary 8, 1954, carried this headline in 
bold type: “Defend UN as Vital, 
Churchmen Advised.” The article 
reported a meeting of the Texas 
Council of Protestant Churches, 
which was addressed by Dr. Walter 
W. Van Kirk, executive director of 
the department of international 
justice and good will of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches. Accord- 
ing to the report, Dr. Van Kirk in- 
formed his audience that the United 
Nations is “indispensable to peace” 
and that they must stand ever ready 
to defend it against mistaken ideas. 
The UN “stands between the Krem- 
lin and Communist world domin- 
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ion,” he declared. 

Furthermore, Dr. Van Kirk told 
the people that “The United States 
can not ‘go-it-alone.’ We are all 
huddled together in a world that is 
one, and whatever we do, whether 
we live or whether we die, we are 
going to live or die together.” 

Churches have every reason to re- 
joice, he said, “that the UN pro- 
vides a vehicle through which the 
United States can make its voice 
heard to the ends of the earth.” He 
urged church leaders to challenge 
misrepresentations of UN authority 
and functions to avert the “calam- 
ity” of United States withdrawal. 

Dr. Van Kirk said the UN can be 
improved and churches should help 
bring about the changes that are 
needed. “What is lacking is not 
structure but spirit, the spirit of the 
living and eternal God,” he said. 
“It is here where the churches must 
spring into action. . . . There can 
be no international ethics without 
a religious basis.” 

The views expressed by Dr. Van 
Kirk are not his alone. They state 
the beliefs and goals of the most 
publicized spokesmen for both 
Church and State. In fact, the fa- 
vorite cliché of pulpiteers and poli- 
ticians for the past ten years has 
been: “The United Nations is the 
hope of the world.” It is a matter 
of record that the UN was organized 
by traitorous Soviet agents, operat- 
ing on our own soil, yet it is hailed 
by clerics, educators and govern- 
ment officials as the last hope of 
America and the world. 

It is the height of folly to say that 
the UN is “indispensable to peace.” 
It has provided palatial headquar- 
ters for Communist espionage, 
chiefly at the expense of U. S. tax- 
payers. And how can the UN “stand 
between the Kremlin and Commu- 
nist world dominion,” when the 
main purpose of Alger Hiss and his 
sponsors was to promote Com- 
munism in all the countries of every 
continent on the globe? 


Texas Protestants were told “that 
the UN provides a vehicle through 
which the United States can make 
its voice heard to the ends of the 
earth.” But many citizens of Texas 
are joined by loyal patriots of other 
states in the belief that the United 
States made its voice heard much 
more effectively before the UN era 
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than it ever has since. 


Before evaluating the points 
raised by Dr. Van Kirk, let us get 
our bearings from certain basic and 
unchanging principles laid down in 
the Scriptures for our guidance. In 
the formative years of the people 
who were called out under a special 
covenant to serve God, they were 
instructed in righteousness as the 
means to attaining a stable society 
and national security. In the begin- 
ning, Moses and Joshua stated these 
principles and promises; they have 
never been rescinded, not even by 
Jesus Himself, who declared that He 
did not come to destroy the law or 
the prophets, but to build upon 
their foundation (Matt. 5: 17). Con- 
sider the words of Moses in Deu- 
teronomy 7: 


“When the Lord thy God shall bring 
thee into the land whither thou goest 
to possess it, and hath cast out many 
nations before thee . . . seven nations 
greater and mightier than thou; and 
when the Lord thy God shall deliver 
them before thee, thou shalt smite them, 
and utterly destroy them; thou shalt 
make no covenant with them, nor show 
mercy unto them: neither shalt thou 
make marriages with them; thy daugh- 
ter thou shalt not give unto his son, 
nor his daughter shalt thou take unto 
thy son. 


“. . . Know therefore that the Lord 
thy God, he is God, the faithful God, 
which keepeth covenant and mercy with 
them that love him and keep his com- 
mandments to a thousand generations. 
. .. Thou shalt therefore keep the com- 
mandments, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which I command thee this 
day, to do them. 

“. . . If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than I; how 
can I dispossess them? Thou shalt not 
be afraid of them: but shalt well re- 
member what the Lord thy God did 
unto Pharaoh, and unto all Egypt... . 
Thou shalt not be affrighted at them: 
for the Lord thy God is among you, a 
mighty God and terrible. . . . And he 
shall deliver their kings into thine hand, 
and thou shalt destroy their name from 
under heaven: there shall no man be 
able to stand before thee, until thou 
have destroyed them.” (Deut. 7: 1-3, 9, 
11, 17-18, 21, 24.) 


Dr. Van Kirk, you will recall, con- 
tends that the uniting of nations is 
“indispensable to peace” — but we 
find that God and Moses do not 
agree with him. The Lord told His 
people that they would be protected 





by His might only when separated 
from the other nations. Neverthe- 
less, our headline prophet told the 
people at Austin: 


“We are all huddled together in a 
world that is one, and whatever we do, 
we are going to live or die together. 
The United States can not go-it-alone.” 


However, according to the Scrip- 
tures, the United States, Britain, 
and kindred peoples predominantly 
Christian, are not guaranteed pro- 
tection under the everlasting cove. 
nant unless they do separate them- 
selves from other nations. 


Isaiah 26: 20-21, might very well 
have been written for the dangerous 
days in which we live: 


“Come, my people, enter thou into 
thy chambers, and shut thy doors about 
thee: hide thyself as it were for a little 
moment, until the indignation be over- 
past. For, behold, the Lord cometh out 
of his place to punish the inhabitants 
of the earth for their iniquity: the earth 
also shall disclose her blood, and shall 
no more cover her slain.” 


Joshua, the great commander of 
Israel’s hosts, completed the con- 
quest of Canaan after Moses died. 
Shortly before his death, Joshua 
called the people together and gave 
his final charge to them. Among 
many vital things, he said: 


“I am old and stricken in age. And 
ye have seen all that the Lord your God 
hath done unto all these nations be- 
cause of you; for the Lord your God 
is he that hath fought for you. .. . Be 
ye therefore very courageous to keep 
and to do all that is written in the book 
of the law of Moses, that ye turn not 
aside therefrom to the right hand or to 
the left; that ye come not among these 
nations, these that remain among you; 
neither make mention of the name of 
their gods, nor cause to swear by them, 
neither serve them, nor bow yourselves 
unto them: but cleave unto the Lord 
your God, as ye have done unto this 
day. . .. One man of you shall chase a 
thousand: for the Lord your God, he 
it is that fighteth for you, as he hath 
promised you. 


“Take good heed therefore unto your- 
selves, that ye love the Lord your God. 
Else if ye do in any wise go back, and 
cleave unto the remnant of these na- 
tions . . . and shall make marriages with 
them . . . know for a certainty that the 
Lord your God will no more drive out 
any of these nations from before you. 
But they shall be snares and traps unto 
you, and scourges in your sides, and 
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thorns in your eyes, until ye perish from 
off this good land which the Lord your 
God hath given you. . . . When ye have 
transgressed the covenant of the Lord 
your God, which he commanded you 
... then shall the anger of the Lord be 
kindled against you, and you shall per- 
ish quickly from off the good land 
which he hath given unto you.” (From 
Joshua 23.) 

With these thoughts in mind, con- 
sider for a moment the statement 
that what is lacking in the UN “is 
not structure but spirit, the spirit 
of the living and eternal God. It is 
here where the churches must spring 
into action.” Does Dr. Van Kirk ex- 
pect the Spirit of God to cooperate 
with the enemies of Christ? What 
could possibly be the basis of such 
cooperation? Again he says, “There 
can be no international ethics with- 
out a religious basis.” What kind of 
religious basis? He does not say. 
Many different kinds of “religion,” 
including the Communist cult of 
Atheism, are represented in the 
United Nations. Which one is to 
provide a religious basis for the or- 
ganization? Despite all this confu- 
sion and uncertainty, the foolish 
prophet says, “Join them — we can 
not go-it-alone.” 


How long would Moses or Joshua 
have tolerated such divided loyalty? 
How much longer will Christ the 
Lord withhold the day of reckon- 
ing? Some godly leaders in Church 
and State oppose UN subversion, 
but they are seldom featured promi- 
nently in newspapers and magazines. 
Their opinions are not accepted as 
headline news. 


Day by day the United Nations, 
with its imposing building perched 
on the soil of our beloved land, is 
proving itself to be a modern replica 
of the ancient Tower of Babel. It 
will yet be revealed for the fraud 
that it is — “a flimsy whitewashed 
wall” — pretending to safeguard the 
peoples of all nations. The wall will 
become flimsier month by month as 
black African leaders, fresh from 
jungle tribes, demand and receive 
immediate entrance into the UN 
for their fledgling republics. Ponder 
this: each African representative in 
the UN will have one vote, the same 
as the United States of America. 


Jeremiah, too, had something to 
say about the foolish headline pro- 
phets of his day. Speaking in the 
name of the Lord, he declared, in 
chapter 23: 


“For both prophet and priest are pro- 
fane; yea, in my house have I found 
their wickedness, saith the Lord... . 
Hearken not unto the words of the pro- 
phets that prophesy unto you: they 
make you vain: they speak a vision of 
their own heart, and not out of the 
mouth of the Lord. They say still unto 
them that despise me, The Lord hath 
said, Ye shall have peace; and they say 
unto every one that walketh after the 
imagination of his own heart, No evil 
shall come upon you. ... I have not 
sent these prophets, yet they ran: I have 
not spoken to them, yet they prophe- 
sied. But if they had stood in my coun- 
sel, and had caused my people to hear 
my words, then they should have turned 
them from their evil way, and from the 
evil of their doings.” (Jer. 23:11, 16- 
17, 21-22.) 


Thus Jeremiah is in agreement 
with Ezekiel’s declaration: 


“Woe unto the foolish prophets, that 
follow their own spirit, and have seen 
nothing!” (Ez. 13: 3.) 


It is not always easy to stay in 
the background with the minority. 
So often it puts one at odds with the 
world about him. But, as Peter and 
the other apostles said, “We ought 
to obey God rather than men.”

one of tribulation, tension and turbulence. Cuba 

drifted closer to collapse under Castro’s policy of 
economic suicide. Central Africa seethed in indescrib- 
able confusion, the state of near-anarchy only aggra- 
vated by efforts of the UN’s apostles of chaos. From 
the Kremlin emanated periodic fits of bluster and 
missile-rattling. That the world was entering a time of 
unprecedented travail became glaringly evident to even 
the most casual headline-skimmer. 


Yet amid all the wildfiring turmoil there were those 
who found not dismay and foreboding but wonder- 
ment and the quickening of faith. Throughout this 
century of strife the prophecies of the Bible have pro- 
vided an unfailing revelation, making plain the course 
and objective of world trends. And now, as the years 
of supreme crisis are entered, new marvels of timing 
are constantly unfolded for the watchers so that their 
faith may wax stronger and their assurance abound. 
Time-cycles which now have come to light harmonize 
strikingly the entire epoch from World War I to the 
autumn equinoctial beginning of the Millennium on 
September 22-23, 2001. 

It will be worthwhile to set the broad picture in 
focus before filling in the contemporary details. The 
pattern basically involves multiples of the 1335 time- 
factor, the number of blessed expectation from Daniel's 
twelfth chapter. For purposes of comparison, here is 
the twelfth verse as it appears in the King James and 
Ferrar Fenton versions: 


T’ GLOBAL PANORAMA in the summer of 1960 was 


“Blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand 
three hundred and five and thirty days.” 

“Happy will be the Hopeful, who attain to the Thousand, 
Three hundred, and Thirty-five days!” 


But while connoting blessing upon the people of 
God, redeemed Israel which is to become a great moun- 
tain and fill the whole earth (Dan. 2: 35), the number 
1335 by the same token signifies judgment upon those 
nations found in opposition to Israel, those peoples 
whose objective is to thwart God’s purpose. Thus the 
first atom bomb was dropped on Hiroshima precisely 
on the third day made perfect of 1335 days after the 
United States declared war on Japan on December 8, 
1941. 

Attention has already been directed to December 9, 
1960 which marks the close of a solar 12 x 1290 deso- 
lation interval extending from the liberation of Jeru- 
salem on December 9, 1917. That December 9, 1960 
will be 1335 days before the Great Pyramid’s August 
5, 1964 “Junction” date is in itself a remarkable corre- 
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lation. But this is not the end of wonders. December 
9, 1960 also falls precisely 11 x 1335 days solar before 
the autumn equinoctial beginning of the Millennium 
on September 22-23, 2001! Thus the December 1960 
terminal, although primarily a date of desolation, is 
strikingly linked by the 1335 factor to two basic Great 
Pyramid mileposts. 


The mean measure of 11 x 1335 days extending to 
September 22-23, 2001 opens on July 10, 1961. As 
noted last month, this date falls 420 days after the 
Paris Summit Conference collapsed on May 16, 1960. 
The 420 factor is one-sixth of the 2520-day Biblical 
trial or probation period. It unfolds successive phases 
of judgment upon the human world order. 


The lunar terminal of 11 x 1335 days, extending to 
the September 22-23, 2001 Millennium beginning, is 
February 9, 1962. And here another electrifying corre- 
lation is made. The 1962 date also falls precisely 13 x 
1335 days after the entrance to the Great Pyramid’s 
First Low Passage when Great Britain declared war on 
Germany! Thus two 1335 cycles exactly comprise the 
“Time of the End” as delineated in the Great Pyramid 
chronograph, their connecting point coming just as the 
climactic phase of the crisis is in full swing. 

Additional fascinating time-links come to light if 
February 9, 1962 is considered the opening of a ten- 
day period. The close of this period, February 19th, 
itself has two remarkable correlations with Great Pyra- 
mid Chronology. It falls 1335 plus 2 x 153 days (the 
latter the number of The Elect) before August 18, 
1966. For the significance of this date in King’s Cham- 
ber symbolism, refer to the chart on page 229 of 
Destiny for November 1959. February 19, 1962 will 
also be 2300 plus 88 days (cleansing and Divine inter- 
mediation) before September 3, 1968 when the nation 
Israel, proceeding westward along the center line of 
the King’s Chamber, crosses the North-South Axis of 
the Great Pyramid and is no longer “displaced” from 
the Divine Center. 

The whole remarkable pattern of 1335 correlations 
may be studied in detail on Chart XIX. 

Within this basic chronological framework the 
global crisis unfolded day-by-day on time-patterns pre- 
cisely linked to the major mileposts. July 8, the date 
upon which the “Overcomers” crossed the North-South 
Axis of the Great Pyramid, brought a grimly sympto- 
matic upsurge of global turmoil. Panic gripped Leo- 
poldville as mutinous troops of the nine-day-old Congo 
Republic ran wild. Premier Khrushchev, concluding 4 
nine-day state visit to Austria, threatened a new Berlin 
crisis in September. And Mexico shocked U. S. officials 
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by hedging on its support of America’s anti-Castro 
stand. 

A solar 420-day interval, extending forward from the 
date of these fast-paced developments, terminates on 
September 7, 1961. This date will be 15 x 286 days 
(displacement) after the UN voted international con- 
trol of Jerusalem and 1290 days solar after February 
6, 1958 when Yemen agreed to join the Arab Union 
(lower half of Chart XX). 

Premier Khrushchev turned his eyes westward on 
July 9 and threatened the United States with Soviet 
rockets if it intervened militarily in Cuba. Significantly, 
the date fell precisely 286 days (displacement) after 
the Camp David talks between Khrushchev and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower ended on September 27, 1959. And 
a solar interval of 2 x 286 days separates July 9 from 
the February 9, 1962 terminal, which falls 11 x 1335 
days lunar before September 22-23, 2001 (Chart XIX). 

In its blistering reply to Khrushchev’s threats against 
Cuba, the United States reaffirmed the Monroe Doc- 
trine and warned Russia to stop trying to foist Com- 
munism on the Western Hemisphere. And in Leopold- 
ville, European refugees mobbed the premier and presi- 
dent of the tottering Congo Republic. These develop- 
ments came on July 14, the date falling 2520 days 
after the August 20, 1953 King’s Chamber terminal 
when Russia announced her first H-bomb test. This 
time-factor is the Biblical “Seven Times” period of 
trial or probation. An interval of 420 days, extending 
forward from July 14, terminates on September 7, 
1961, which will be 1290 days solar (desolation) after 
Yemen joined the UAR (lower half of Chart XX). 

Incessantly inflaming global tensions, Premier 
Khrushchev warned on July 15 that Russia would 
take resolute counter-measures unless the West kept 
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hands off the Congo. On the same day UN forces ar- 
rived in Leopoldville and began efforts to end the 
state of anarchy in the two-weeks-old nation. An inter- 
val of 666 plus 420 days links these events to July 25, 
1957 when Tunisia became a republic. This time- 
sequence combines the 420 factor connoting judgment 
with the 666 measure which signifies the imperfect 
world order erected by apostate, materialistic humanity. 


July 15 also fell 7 x 120 days lunar (warning per- 
fected) after April 9, 1958 when the Indonesian govern- 
ment purchased arms from Russia (upper half of 
Chart XX). 

The Congo government, attaining new heights of 
irresponsibility each day, threatened on July 17 to in- 
vite in Russian troops unless Belgian military forces 
were immediately withdrawn. This came exactly 7 x 
270 days solar (birth travail perfected) after the Ban- 
dung Conference of Afro-Asian leaders opened on 
April 18, 1955. July 17 also fell 2 x 286 days before 
February 9, 1962 which is marked by the two long- 
range 1335 cycles (upper half of Chart XIX). 


Additional data on Chart XXI shows that Congo’s 
threat to call Soviet troops came 2300 (cleansing) plus 
420 days after February 4, 1953 when Red China 
ordered general mobilization. And a solar interval of 
420 days, measured forward from July 17, terminates 
on September 16, 1961. This date will be 1040 days 
(fruition) after November 11, 1958, which closed a 40- 
year generation after the 1918 Armistice. 

Russia demanded on July 19 that a detachment of 
American GI’s be withdrawn from the Congo at once. 
Meanwhile, Belgian forces began pulling out of Leo- 
poldville. And the Security Council, over Soviet pro- 
tests, handed Cuba’s quarrel with the United States 
over to the Organization of American States. The de- 
velopments came 1600 days (judgment) after March 
2, 1956 when Jordan ousted British General Glubb. 
And a solar interval of 2 x 286 days separates July 19 
from the important February 19, 1962 terminal (top 
of Chart XX). 

Declaring he would not hesitate “to make a pact 
with the devil himself,’”’ Congo Premier Lumumba re- 
peated on July 20 his threat to call in Soviet troops 
unless the Security Council complied with his demand 
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that all Belgian forces leave the Congo at once. In 
New York, the Afro-Asian bloc pressured the Security 
Council to call for a quick Belgian pull-out. The de- 
velopments came 666 plus 286 (Displacement of the 
Human World Order) after December 11, 1957 when 
Soviet economic aid for Syria was formalized (lower 
half of Chart XX). The 1957 terminal closed a forty- 
year generation after the entry of British troops into 
Palestine in 1917. July 20 also fell 420 days lunar be- 
fore September 7, 1961, which will be 1290 days solar 
after Yemen agreed to join the UAR. 


Cuba settled more firmly into the Communist orbit 
on July 23 with the signing of a five-year agreement 
to supply Red China with half a million tons of sugar 
a year. Meanwhile, UN officials reported that the 
Congo Republic had “virtually collapsed” as a mod- 
ern state. 


The Cuba-Red China trade pact came 7 x 270 days 
solar (birth travail perfected) after the Bandung Con- 
ference closed on April 24, 1955 and 1290 days solar 
(desolation) after Anglo-French forces left Suez on 
December 22, 1956. And an interval of 420 days, ex- 
tending forward from the Cuba-Red China pact, termi- 
nates on September 16, 1961. This date will be pre- 
cisely eleven (disorder and disintegration) times 286 
days after Red China ordered general mobilization on 
February 4, 1953 (Chart XXI). 


Russia’s pledge to render the “necessary assistance” 
if an armed attack were launched against Cuba was 
repeated in a July 25 Khrushchev letter to Castro. 
This came on the lunar terminal of 2 x 286 days before 
February 9, 1962. Note particularly that Khrushchev’s 
first threat against the United States over the Cuban 
issue came on the solar terminal of this same cycle 
(top of Chart XIX). 


Faced by imminent financial collapse, the Congo 
Republic appealed on July 26 for eight to ten million 
dollars in foreign funds to meet August expenses. And 
in Southern Rhodesia, the government mobilized white 
reserve troops to quell savage riots by Africans. ‘The 
date fell 1260 (tribulation) plus 666 days after the 
Bandung Conference opened on April 18, 1955 (Chart 
XIX). 

bdidenst tension resurged after the Israelis quietly 
completed a Negev pipeline which began siphoning 
off large amounts of Nasser’s canal tolls. On July 27 
Iran severed relations with the UAR. In Brussels, 
meanwhile, Belgium told the UN to keep hands off 
Katanga. This was 7 x 120 days after Indonesia pur- 
chased Russian arms on April 9, 1958 and 2 x 286 
days before Februray 19, 1962 (upper half of Chart 
XX). 

The United States pledged aid to Congo through 
the UN on July 29, while Belgium ordered its troops 
to withdraw from the tottering republic. The date fell 
420 days lunar before September 16, 1961, which will 
be 1040 days (fruition) after November 11, 1958 (Chart 
XXI). Note the significant sequence of Congo develop- 
ments unfolded by the three terminals of this 420 
cycle. 

a Premier Lumumba demanded on August 1 
that UN troops enter seceded Katanga province. On 
the same day Russia proposed an 82-nation disarma- 
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ment conference at the UN General Assembly session 
in September. This was 1260 plus 666 days after the 
Bandung Conference closed on April 24, 1955 (bottom 
of Chart XX]I). 

The Arab League met in emergency session in Cairo 
on August 8 to consider countermoves to the Israeli 
oil pipeline. And in New York, the Security Council 
convened to plan further action in the Congo crisis. 
The Katanga leaders, seeking to insulate their territory 
from the Lumumba government’s brand of chaos and 
anarchy, had successfully blocked the entry of UN 
troops into their province. The date fell 7 x 120 days 
solar after Indonesia bought Red arms (center of 
Chart XX), 

The crises mushrooming for the Christian world, 
the turmoil wildfiring all about the globe, will increas- 
ingly intensify fear and foreboding in the hearts of 
leaders and people alike. But those with spiritual 
faculties fine-tuned will stand apart from the distressed 
multitude. With the Divine blueprint for this time of 
climax before them, they will be fully cognizant of 
trends and objectives. They will know that the last 
desperate resort of America and Britain will turn seem- 
ing catastrophe into resplendent victory. 

“If thou wilt return, O Israel, saith the Lorp, return unto 
me: and if thou wilt put away thine abominations out of 
my sight, then shalt thou not remove. And thou shalt swear, 
The Lorp liveth, in truth, in judgment, and in righteous- 
ness; and the nations shall bless themselves in him, and in 
him shall they glory.” (Jer. 4: 1-2.)

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mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,”’ 
‘‘Judah’’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘“The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.”’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times. 

It is natural that, in the presentation of facts at 
first thought so startling, the immediate effect of pro- 
claiming these new (yet not new) truths will bring 
opposition from some quarters where past beliefs are 
upset. But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their 
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assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless. 

God is not a man that He should lie and He gave 
His promise that Israel (He did not say Judah) would 
never cease to be a nation before Him. He gave the 
continuity of the heavenly signs as a guarantee of this
